The “Post” said the Chinese 
charge against the banned cor- 
reapondents “undoubtedly — is 
that they wrote articles which 
the Nationalist authorities 
found not to their lildng.” 

The newspaper oaserted that 
correspondents on the so-called 
blacklist are all roaponsible 
journalists with considerable ex- 
perience in China, It added 
that “their crime is that they 
have written of Chinese  de- 
velopments as they have seen 
them Instead of taking Chung- 
king’s word for ft.” 

The “Post declared that the 
{inavilable assumption In Amerl- 
ca will be that news from China 
in “deliberate or  unconsctous 
propaganda,” 

The paper said the American 
people must judge for them- 
selves which correspondents in- 
China are informed or not in- 
formed, and added: “This job 
cannot be done for them by 
men (Chineso officials) who have 
axes to grind, jobs to perrrtuat> 
and possibly lots of dirt to Aeop 
hidden.” 

Chen Chih-mai, the Chinese 
embassy counsellor told the A6- 
sociated Press when asked fur 
a statement: “There is no 
censorship of the native ay fer- 
elgn press in China, The pov- 
ernment bas no blacklist agntust 
newsmen, 

“NO CENSORSHIT” 

“The ‘'Rost’s’ editorial is 
erroneous as to the supposed 
facts whereon it is based and aK 
lo its conclusions. Both foreizn 
and Chinese reporters are free 
to report whatever any group or 
faction anys and théte ta no cen- 
sorshin on communicating — it 
abroad.” . 

Mr. Chen said Chinn dis- 
patches appearing . throughout 
the world narrating what the 
Nationnlista and Communists, 
as well as othe? greips, are do- 
ing. and saying, ja evidence to 
support his contentions. 

He noled one recent excention 
to the non-censorship rule, say- 
ing the news of Chiang 
shek’a vinit to Peiping was 
withheld for a time a3 a precau- 
tion: to protect the Generalis- 
almo’a Ilfe because of the many 
armed Japanese still camainiag 
in North China. 

Mr. Chen reiterated the em- 
bassy’s recent statement that 
any Natlonal Government. pre- 
hibition against any journalist 
“is upon an entirely individual 
basis.” He nodded that the Na- 
tional Government Ministry cf 
Information continues to handle 
all cases and permita the eni- 
bassies abroad no avtherity 
concerning them. — Associated 
Press.

MARRIAGE ALLUWANCES 

The murriage allowance system 
is alsy being vory greauy simpn- 
fled, 

Where clearly cannot be one uni- 
form pay system into which al 
categories of service men can be 
fitted, but the three separate pay 
systems whios have been approved 
will resuit in a brvad equality be- 
tween men of similar attainments 
and qualifications, which ever ser- 
vice they juin. ‘he raves and con- 
ditions of marriage ailowance and 
qualifying allotments wil] be the 
same tn all three services and so 
will new scales of pensions and 
gratuittes for service, 

As cegards comparison with 
chvilinn wagey It Ls not possible to 
estibish any close correspondence 
at all points, but a suitable broad 
relabonahip has been estabiisaed 
between the men in basic grades in 
the services and rowgnly compur- 
able ciyjlian workers in Govern- 
ment industrial eatablishmenta, In 
arrlying at this result, various 
special factors al yting the ser- 
viceman have been taken inte 
account, 

PQUAL TO $5 WAGE 

The present pay system must 
continuo whereby forces aro re 
munerated on tt basis of pay plus 
provision in kind (food, accommo- 
dation, clothing, etc.) with separ- 
ate marriage allowance Jn addition 
to pay for married men, In addi- 
tlon to these factors account must 
be taken jn making any compari- 
won with civilian wages of varlous 
expenses to which tho serving man 
iy not liable. 

Taking account of these con- 
siderations and of the other fac- 
tors referred Ww, it has been decided 
to fix tae servico pay of trained 
men in basic grad y able sea- 
man or stoker first class, atar pri- 
vate or aircraftman first class—at 
42s, a week. This may be taken 
in the case of o married man re- 
celving o marriago allowance as 
equivalent of a civilian wage of 
£5 a week. - 

Now rates of pay represent a 
considerable intrense, particularly 
for the fighting man who Its not a 
tradeamon, over present rates of 
basic pay—including the 7s, 
week war increase, but excluding 
war service increments. They are 
very much io sdvance of pre-war 
rates, 

A recruit on ontry for instance 
received 1s, a day before the war, 
and the recruit now receives 214. 
a week. Future recruits will re- 
ceive 288, a week, Similarly, a 
trained infantryman whose pay 
before tho war was 21s. a week 
and is now 31s. 6. 2 week, will re- 
ceive 42s, 

Some men, for the most part 
those who have had prolonged war 
service and are drawing substan- 
Hal temporary additions to pay tn 
the form of war servico {ncre- 
ments, will be getting more than 
the new code provides, Special ar- 
rangements aro being made for 
there men, 

GRANTS FOR CHILDREN

Undor the post-war codo there 
fore, there will be a fint rate of 
marriage allowance for all married 
men of the same rank qualified to 
reecive allowance.

8 week and there will be 
highor rates for men of the rank 
of sergeant and above. 

The minimum quallfying allot- 
ment for marriage allowance will 
be 108, Gd. a week for corporaln 
and below in place of tho present 
corresponding rates which range 
from 7s, a week upwards, Ser- 
geants and above will pay higher 
rates of qualifying allotment. 
These qualifying allotments will 
be pald in addition tu the allow- 
ance in each cane. 

Children of service men will be 
eligtblo, in common with the child- 
ren of civilans, for  allowancen 
under the provisions of the Family 
Allowances Act. 

The qualifying age for marriage 
allowance for men, which wan 2b 
(Navy) or 26 (Army and R.A.F.)
